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The application is for an improvement to prior 
art in the area of multi-channel equalization. U.S. Patent 
No. 5,357,257 issued October 18, 1994, discloses a method 
and apparatus for performing multi-channel equalization 
which contains some inherent problems which are resolved by 
the improved apparatus and method of this application.
